The Ferguson-McKinney Manu- 
facturing Co., which last year did 
an $8,000,000 jobbing business in 


men’s work clothing and  piecé 
-goods, today was placed in the 
hands of a committee of its credi- 
tors, it was stated by its president, 
who added that the company was 
a victim of “hand-to-mouth” buy- 
ing by merchants of the South and 
Southwest. . 

Large contracts with mills at a 
high price and a falling market 
when the mills made delivery, was 
the immediate cause of the pl ght 
of the 25-year-old company, whi:h 
last year paid‘an income tax ‘de- 
noting a -profit_of approximacely 
$200,000. 

“TI am unable to say at this time 
what the sum of our obligations 
is,” Forrest Ferguson, president, 
said, ‘nor has the creditors’ com- 
mittee indicated to me what dispo- 
sition they expect to make of the 
company. — It is entirely in their 
hands.” 

Statement Issued. 

R. S. Hawes, vice president of 
the First’ National Bank, member 
of a committee of bankers with 
Edward B. Pryor, president of the 
First National Bank, and James 
McCluney of McCluney & Co., is- 
sued the following statement: 

“Yesterday morning President 
Ferguson of the Ferguson-McKin- 
ney Manufacturing Co. requested a 
meeting of the various banks of 
St. Louis. who had from time to 
time extended a line of credit and 
loans to his company. P 

“At this meeting it was stated 
that the Ferguson-McKinney Man- 
ufacturing Company had vaffous 
notes maturing in the East next 

‘reek, which at the present time 
diey did not have available funds 
to meet. At this meeting it was 
decided that a committee com- 
posed of Mr. Pryor, Mr. McCluney 
and Mr. Hawes be appointed to@o 
into the affairs of the company 
with a view of protecting its cred- 
itors and stockholders. This com- 
mittee immediately employed Ernet 
& Ernst, auditérs, and they put 
a force*%of men in on the books of 
the company. ' 

Auditors Report Awaited. 

“At the present time it is impos- 
sible for a statement to be made 
as to the financial condition of the 
company. Its embarrassment may 
be temporary and means may be 
found by which the present crisis 
can be bridged. No real infor- 
mation is available until the aud- 
itors can finish their report, which 


will probably be several days. 
Murray Carleton, president of 
the Carleton Dry Goods Co., is 


treasurer of Ferguson-McKinney. 
Other officers, besides Forrest Fer- 
guson, are John J. Woods, vice 
president, and Alfred Baggott, sec- 


retary. The officers and Wynne 
Ferguson compose the Board of 
Directors. 


The capitalization of the com- 
pany is $2,500,000, of which $1,- 
000,000 is preferred and $1,500,- 
000 common stock. President Fer- 
euson said that the stock was 
widely held. Te offices are at 
1201 Washington avenue. Fac- 
tories in St. Loufs for the manu- 
facture of overalls and shirts, which 
the company formerly operated 
have been closed in recent years 
during which the company’s busi- 
ness has been confined to jobbing.

IN SAME. ROOM 
CAUSED BY.GAS 


Bodies of Men Found at 
1203 Chambers Street— 
Gas Tube Nearly Was 
Detached. 


Twq more men were found dead 
this morning In the room at 1203 
Chambers street in whic) two men 
were found dead Oct. 18. The cause 


was the same, a detached gas tube. 

The victims this time were A. C. 
Mitchell, 53 years old, a carfienter, 
and a man 35 years old, supposed 
to be John Palmer. 

Mitchell has been living at the 
house since Oct. 17. He took the 
room in which the other two men 
had died. Last night the other 
man came to visit. They had sup- 
per, preparec on a gae stove, con- 
nected by a tube with a pipe com- 
ing down from the ceiling. 

Mrs. Mary Scott, who c@nducts 
the rooming house says they were 
festive until alout 11 o'clock and 
then became quiet. This morning 
there was a strong odor of gas. 
She broke into the room and found 
Mitchell on the floor and the other 
man on the bed, both dead. The 
gas tube supplying the stove had 
become detached from the pipe. 

Mitchell's body was identified at 
the morgue by his daughter, Mrs. 
Viola Tielkemeyer, 1202A Monroe 
street, who said her father had 
been living with her. She last saw 
him Wednesday, when he left with 
the other man, who was knowh to 
her as Palmer. She had not seen 
either of them since. She did not. 
know that her father had a room 
at the Chambers street house. In 
the pocket of the other man was 
found a-piece of paper on which 
was written the name John Palm- 


er. Mitchell’s two sons, Burl and 
vernon, reside at 65851 Garfield 
avenue. 


The other two men who were 
found dead in the same room 
were John Boehlein Sr., 60 years 


old, and John Rootmeyer, 45. When 
they were found the gas tube was 
detached, just as it was found this 
morning. Capt. Loepker of the 
Fifth District Police had recom- 
mended to the Health Department 
prior to the time that the house, on 
account of conditions, be closed. 

When additional deaths were re- 
ported to the Coroner's office to- 
day, Deputy Coroner Dever sug- 
gested to Circuit Attorney Sidener 
that conditions at the house be 
brought to ,the attention of the 
Grand Jury and Srdener said he 
would.do so. Mrs. Scott was ar- 
rested today on the. charges of 
criminal carelessness and of con- 
jucting the rooming house without 
a license.

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WOMAN'S DYING 
STORY ADMITTED 
IN MURDER TRIAL. 


Miss Oberholtzer’s State- 
vment Read to the Jury 
After Several Sections 
Are Stricken Out. 


By the Associated Press. 
NOBLESVILLE, Ind., Oct. 31.— 


Madge Oberholtzer’s dying dec- 
laration was admitted in evidence 
today at the trial of D. C. Steph- 


enson, former Ku Klux Klan 
“dragon”; Earl Kilenck and Earl 
Gentry in connectios with her 


death after Judge Sparks had ruled 
out seven sections of the docu- 
ment. 

The defense objections, which 
cevered virtually the entire text 
of the statement except that part 
in which she told of taking poi- 
son, were sustained as to these 
seven sections, the longest contain- 
ing three sentences and the short- 
est only a brief clause. The court 
held in most of the instances 
where deletions were made that 
they were the conclusion of the 
witness and so were incompetent. 

Statements Struck Out. 

The court struck from the doc- 
ument before permitting the jury 
to hear it, statements by the gir! 
regarding Stephenson's “power and 
influence,” a statement dealing 
with some of her conversation with 
Stephenson during their early ac- 
quaintance; a statement relating 


his offer to defeat in the Indiana} 


Legislature a bill to which she was 
opposed; a description of the drug 
clerk said by the girl to have sold 
her poison; and a phrasé in her 
conversation ‘ with “Shorty,” 
Stephenson's chauffeur. 

None of the deletions affected 
the principal section of the girl's 
declaration in which she told of 
her abduction and attack, and de- 
tention at a Hammond Hotel, her 
return to Indignapolis and her fur- 
ther detention at the Stephenson 
garage. 

Read to the Jury. 

The Judge left in a part of the 
statement quoting Stephenson as 
having said he was “the law and 
the power in Indiana,” and another 
section in which the girl related 
that she met Stephenson at a ban- 
quet for Gov. Ed Jackson in Janu- 
ary, 1925. 

The defense filed another formal! 
objection to admission of the state- 
ment before it was read by William 
H. Remy, the prosecutor. 

The jury, hearing the statement 
for the first time, listened intently. 

Ted Wilson, clerk at the Indiana 
Hotel in Hammond, was called as 
a State witness after Miss Ober- 
holtzér's statement had been read. 
It was to this hotel that the State 
alleges Miss Oberholtzer was taken 
by Stephenson. 

Wilson identified Stephenson as 
the “man who registered as Mr. 
and Mrs. W. B. Morgan.” He also 
went over to Gentry, laid his hand 
on him and called him by name 
and identified a page from the 
hotel register of March 16 con- 
taining the names. 

The witness told of seeing a hat- 
less woman come into the. hotel! 
with two men. He described her 
as looking tired and without “any 
makeup.” 

Cross-Questioning Hot. 

Cross - questioning grew hot 
when Eph Inman began examina- 
tion of Wilson for the defense. 
Many defense questions were on 
the arrangement of the room in 
which the State alleges Miss Ober- 
holtber was held by Stephenson, 
and brought out that there were 
telephones by which a guest could 
reach long distance, the clerk's of- 
fice, or the police. 

The climax of Wlilson's cross-ex- 
amination came just before ho left 
the stand. 

“Didn't McMurtry and Glenn, 
Indianapolis detectives, take you to 
the jail and line Gentry up with 
four other men to ask you if you 
could pick out Gentry and you said 
you could not tell him?” Inman 
asked. . 

The witness fairly shouted: “No, 
sir. at no time.”’ 

How he saw a woman walk to 
an automobile from the Indiana 
Hotel in a nuncertain manner sup- 
ported by a man he knew as W. B. 
Morgan, was related by Lee Ayres, 
another State witness. Ayera said 
he is a day clerk at the hotel.

To John T. King, former Repub- 
lican national committeeman from 
Connecticut, $60,000, of which he 
paid the late Jesse Smith $25,000

To Miller, Smith and King $391,- 
000 in Liberty Bonds after the 
brothers through agents were re- 
imbursed by the United States for 
war-time seizure of stock of | the 
American Metal Co. 

“The charges are without foun- 
dation,” in the view of Milier, as 
expressed through counsel.

|measurements reproduced by 
‘Keith reveal astonishing facts. 
These Aurignican men had bigger 
brains than modern civiliz@i man. 
‘This bears out the old theory of 
'Keith that the earllest men were 
more powerful in_ intellect than 
modern man who lves on the ac- 
cumulated wisdom of his ancestors 
and race and does not need the 
same Y%nitiative as they did. One 
skull ‘of an old mammoth hunter 
is reproduced, showing that the 
average brain of a modern man fits 
easily within the ekull and leaves 
room to spare. The skull of a 
woman from the same family tomb 
also is shown, and the same char- 
acteristics of an abnormally large 
brain case is found. he face had 
regular features, but is over- 
shadowed by the size of the brain. 
large Skull Cepacity. 

The brain capacity of one male 
skull, Keith states, is 1578 cubic 
centimeters, 109 cubic centimeters 
more than that of the average 
modern Englishman Describing 
this skull further, Keith says: 

“The peculiarity of this ancient 
race of hunters lies in the extent 
of its forward projecting glabella 
above the root of the nose. The 
nose itself and the front part of 
the jaws and chin stand forward 
in front of the ear passage & half 
inch more than is usual in the pro- 
file of the modern Bnglishman's 
face and a quarter inch more than 
is usual in the profile of the Aus- 
tralian aborigine, yet owing to the 
forward position of the forehead 
there is no prognathism, or projec- 
tion of the jaws in this man. 

“They most resemble their con- 
temporaries of France, the Cro- 
Magnon people, for although they 
were not so tall as the Cro-Mag- 
nons were, yet there can. be no 
doubt that they were racial cous- 
ins. Both represent the ancestral 
states of the men of Europe. 

True European Type. 

“We have only to look at the 
skull of one of the women, per- 
haps the wife or daughter of the 
man whose features have just been 
described, to realize that we are 
Gealing with a people who are a 
true Buropean type. A duplicate 
of the woman's skull might easily 
be found among the inhabitants of 
Scandanavia or Britain. The pro- 
file of this ancient woman's skull 
more than fills the frame designed 
to take the brain of the average 
male of England. 

“This woman's skull is almost 
half an inch longer and a quarter 
}of an inch higher in the roof than 
that of the average modern En- 
glish woman. It is also wide, be- 
ing 143 millimeters across. She 
was like the man, long-headed in 
type, the width of the skull being 
74 per cent of its length. The 
brain cavity of her skull was 1620 
cubic centimeters, more than 200 
cubic centimeters above that of 
the average English woman of to- 
day. Her ‘face was regularly 
formed. It shows none of the ro- 
bust features seen in the man’s 
face. We need not be surprised to 
find this marked sexual differen- 
tiation in primitive peoples in all 
races of mankind, women tend 
much more than man to retain the 
features of childhood.”’

Remus Witness in Case. 
The present investigation by the 
Indianapolis grand jury began only 
last Tuesday, when the jury was 
called into special session after a 
long recess. Since then it has heard 
the testimony of Remus on the 
detalls of the plot, bearing out a 
prophetic story published in the 
Post-Dispatch last month in which 
it was stated the bootlegger had 
told the Department of Justice all 
he knew about the plot, and that 
he had involved St. Louts politi- 
clans. 

Besides Rerius, the grand jury 
had before it a large number of 
Federal investigators, two St. Louis 
bankers and others. 

While the actual removal of the 
whisky occurred in St. Louis, and

Remus Names Former Dry Agent 
in Cross Bill for Divorce. 
Special to the Post-Disvatch. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 31.—Much 
‘Interest is manifested in the sup- 
| plemental cross petition for divorce 
from Imogene Remus, filed _re- 
cently by George Remus, former 
Cincinnati bootlegger, which 
charges that on July 3 in Atlanta, 
Ga., and since then in Cleveland, 
Chicago and other places his wife 
was guilty of misconduct. Remus 
names Franklin Lodge as the co- 
respondent. 

According to John Druffel, an 
attorney, Franklin L. Dodge is now 
a resident of Cleveland and during 
the government’s inquiry into Re- 
mus’ bootlegging activities was a 
Federal inspector and considered 
to be the ‘‘ace’’ of the investigators, 
Dodge is not in the government 
service now. Remus, in his di- 
vorce petition, alleges that Dodge 
and Mra.

Remus might come into possession 
of his property. 

He charges further that she

We 
declare our strong conviction that 
the policy of prohibition is the de- 
liberately and permanently estab- 
lished policy of this nation, that 
this policy has not failed, but on 
the contrary has already yielded 
results which fully justify its 
adoption, that the liquor traffic and 
the saloon must not come back 
again, and that the churches must 
set themselves with new purpose fo 
see that prohibition is enforced by 
law and sustained by the national 
conscience. 
Law Will Stand. 

“The statement adopted by the 
Federal Council in December, 1924, 
as the authoritative expression of 
its attitude toward the prohibition 
amendment. declares that ‘the ef- 
fect upon the physical, economic, 
social and mora! life of the nation 
of the extraordinary effort of eo- 
ciety to protect itself from the 
liquor traffic has been so benefictal 
that it is now generally agreed that 
the law will stand, based as it is 
upon the unassailable purpose ‘to 
promote the general welfare.” The 
present day duty of the moral citi- 
zenship of the nation we believe 
to be: 

“To magnify the value of the 


principles of total abstinence and | 


the obligation upon the law-abiding 
citizens to practice the same; 


are encountered in carrying it out. 
Test Not Adequate. 

“The report makes clear the re- 

markable social gains which fol- 

lowed upon the adoption of prohi- 


bition; a lowering of the death rate 
from alcoholic disease, a remarka- 
ble lessening of dependency due to 
alcoholism, a great reduction in 
drunkenness, and other results of 
a socially desirable sort. It also 
calls attention to the part undoubt- 
edly played by prohibition in im- 
proving business and economic con- 
ditions, and, above all, points out 
the indisputable advantage gained 
by the abolition of the saloon. 

At the same time, the report re- 
minds us that national prohibi- 
tion has not yet been given a fair 
opportunity to vindicate its full 
value to the physical, economic, s0- 
cial and moral life of the nation, 
and calls attention to serious dan- 
gers to which it is at present ex- 
posed. 

“The Federal Counci? gratefully 
recognizes the splendid service 
which has been rendered by the 
agencies especially authorized by 
the Churches which for many 
decades have labored persistently 
and effectively to secure the adop- 
tion and the maintenance of prohi- 
bition. The Council pledges its ac- 
tive co-operation with all agencies 
which are ready to make a sus- 
tained and constructive effort to 
uphold the prohibition regime in 
order that there may be a conclu- 
sive demonstration of its merit as 
a national policy. 

Asks Support of Law. 

It urges the friends of prohibi- 
tion in other countries not to be 
deceived by the attempts which 
have been made by opponents of 
prohibition to interpret the report 
as a confession of failure or even 
of discouragement on the part of 
the Federal Council or of its con- 
stituent church bodies. 

“The Federal Council calle upon 
the churches to undertake «a re- 
newed moral crusade to strengthen 
the hands of those who are re- 
sponsible for prohibition enforce- 
ment and in particular to give a 
greater measure of moral support 
to the newly reorganized activities 
of the Federal Government. It 
urges upon all citizens who believe 
in prohibition the necessity of sup- 
porting the law by an irresistible 
volume of public opinion. of 
those who may be out of sympathy 
with prohibition as a social meas- 
ure or who question the wisdom 
of the particular method by which 
it was adopted, it asks voluntary 
compliance with the law in the in- 
terest of orderly government and 
in order that the policy it repre- 
sents may be adequately tried. 

It appeals for a new measure of 
fair-mindednesg and good will on 
the part of all in connection with 
this vitally important tesue in or- 
Ger that the outcome of the great 
moral effort may be determined by 
reason rather than by prejudice 
and self-interest.
